HE true decifion of the Controverſte depending be- ' 
ewixt Mr. Hughes and Mr. Turner, is very plain and 
eafie to any man that. will conſider ic. upon - right 
Principles. | 

For all the queſtion is, Whether the Kings and 
Queens of Ergland for the time being, are the Supreme Vilitors 
and -Diſpoſers of this Houſe and its Affairs and Officers or no 
for upon ſuppoſition. that they are, what the King doth by his 
Commiſſioners ating by his Authority, and not exceeding the 
Powers committed to them, he doth by himſelf, and if there be no 
appeal from the King, if he be inveſted with a-legal Power, to vific 
this Houſe whenever there is occaſion, or whenever he thinks or 
judgeth that there is, without appeal, (which cannot be admitted 
without ſuppoſing a ſuperior Judge) then there can be no appeal 
from the Commiſſioners neither, tho they ſhould exceed the 
Powers committed to them, but only to the King, becauſe they 
are immediatly conſtituted and authorized by him, who is the ſu- 
preme, and therefore cannot be ſubject to any inferior Juriſdition 
or Authority whatſGever. 
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That the King hath aQually ſuch a legal Power of viſiting and 
inſpe&ing the management of this Houſe, appears firſt by its being 
a' Royat Foundation, endowed and conſtituted by Edward the 
Sixth. 


ey by the expreſs reſerve in the Charter or Inſtru- 


ment this Royal Charity was conſigned and conveyed, in 
which t S an appeal reſerved, and a power of Viſitation grant- 
ed to the Kings and Queens of Ergland for ever. 

Thirdly, the. ſame thing appears from the nature of the Cha- 


rity, W was for the relief of their Majeſties poor Subjedts, 
and m ially of thoſe who are fick or wounded in their par- 
ticular and in the defence and maintenance of their Coun- 
try, an eaſing King, or otherwiſe reſigning or relinquiſhing 


his Gov nt, doth with his Crown and Scepter, with his Im- 
perial Diadem, his Prerogatives and Territories, his Throne of 
Majeſty, and his Royal Robes, tranſmit the Cares that were lately 
incumbent upon himſelf : Sothat every new Royal Hoſpital that 1s 
founded for the good 1n general of the infirm and fick, and more 
particularly of thoſe that are ſo in- their Majeſties and their Coun- 
tries ſervice, becomes a new part of the Regal Adminiſtration and 
his Dominion, the moſt caſte and natural, the moſt charming and 
delightful part of it, is in ſome ſenſe enlarged by every ſuch new 
Foundation, But there is nothing certainly more contrary to Senſe, 
or more abhorrent from Nature, than to __ a King ſitting with 
his hands tied under his irkſome Canopy of State, and looking like 
an unconcern'd, or which is ſtill worſe, an impotent Spe{ator, 
while the Chatity of his Royal Predeceflors is either abuſed to ill 
purpoſes, or — by Perſons that are unfit for their charge, or 
undeſerving of the ſame: And if this be fo abſurd, ſo monſtrous, 
very irrational and ſtrange a thing, then is it that ſort of demon- 
ftration which the Schools call per abſurdume, it is an impoſlibility 
im Politiques, whatever it be in Nature, a thing that can never be 
ſuppoſed on the one hand, or granted on the other, that the pre- 
fent King or Queen ſhould nor always be intruſted with a power of 
Viſitation in caſe of ſuch abufes, or in caſe they are of opinion that 
any ſuch are committed, in all the reſpeCive Charities and Endow- 
ments of their Royal and glorious Predeceſſors, the fragrant and 


' . fFveet Odor of whoſe happy Memory, ought not to be choaked or 


ſtifled; or corrupted, by the imbezeling or abuſing of their Princely 
goodnefs, through any legal impotence or diſability in thoſe that

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ſucceed to their Imperial Fortune, either to'ptevent or rechedy fo 
great a Miſchief. - | Pra mth op 
That the King ſhould found an Hoſpital, and-takeno/immediate 
care of it when he hath done, eſpecially when Abuſes creep into 
the Conſtitution, and begin to make Flaws and Cragks m the 
building he harh ereQed, is a Piety plainly inconſiſtent with it ſelf, 
and it would be till more ſtrange, that he that had been at the 
charge, care, and contrivance of the Foundation, that had en- 


- dowed it, ordered it, fetled and eſtabliſhed it upon a Rule and 


Platform not to be tranſgreſied, not to be — or altered in 
any wiſe or manner whatſoever 3 and*that had taken care, during 
his own 1 or Reign, that all thoſe Meaſures ſhould be exaQtly 
obſerved” that were for the good and reputation, and pronioted 
the deſign of this his Chriſtian Munificence and Bounty, ſhould af- 
ter his deceaſe put it out of the power of his Succeſſors for ever to 
enquire any longer into the management ot the. truſt, let it be ne- 
ver ſo much neglected or abufed 3 becauſe this would imply a neg- 
ligence ſo much greater in him, and ſo much more inconfiltent wit 
his own declared 4 in erefting and CT _ eſtabliſhment 
of this nature, as alFafter Ages are in proportion bigger and longer 
than the preſent,ro the laſt end of the World. A tacit conſent in this 
Caſe would be ſufficient, nay, an expreſs prohibition would be of no 
avail, becauſe there isa plain truſt lodged 1n the nature ofthe thing, 
and the ſupreme Power is bound by virtue of its publick intention 
for the common good, to (ce that all publick Truſts be not abuſed, ' 
and when they are abufed, that is the Judge, becauſe otherwiſe it 
cannot exerciſe it: ſelf; :only if the Prince 1n a mixt Monarchy, and 
in the intervals of Parliament, doth any thing by bimſelf or his Com- 
wiſhoners, to the injury of his Subjects, there lies a nataral Appeal 
to that Aſſembly, or to that part of it which is the ſupreme Judica- 
ture, and the laſt reſort for the obtaining of right 3 and if Mr, Z/ughbes 
pleaſeth to carry his Buſineſs thither, Mr.T»rzer will not fail to tread 
upon his Heels, and follow him thither in a ſucceeding Track, tho 
for treading m his ſteps he defires to be excuſed. A Royal Endow- 
ment doth naturally imply a Royal and equally Majeſtick Viſitation. 
But befides what it is in Argument, 1t is true in Fa&, that the 


Kings and Queens of Exgland for the time being have viſited and 


inſpected the A fairs and Officers of this Houſe, as often as there was 
occaſion. As for the two laſt Reigns, 1 know it will be urged, 
that the Regulations that were made depended upon the avoidance 
of.

War, for the uſe of fuch as (hall fall ſick or be wounded in the ſer- 
vice? Why did the Privy Council order this Declaration to be 
printed? .Werethe King and they too both out in their Law ? Could 
not:He or they that have ordained one Moyety to be reſerved for 
thoſe that ſuffer in their ſervice, appropriate the whole, if occa- 
Aion ſhould require? How can they diſpoſe of one halt without a 
prudential or occaſional Propriety? And how came they to have 
a Propriety to one half more than t& the other 2 It they have no 
.Propriety in ſuch a Houſe as this, they can no more ſend Sea-men 
or Soldiers to this Hoſpital for.cure, than they can quarter them in 
-private Houſes, and that without any ſatisfaction to rhe Maſters of 
them, as well as without their conſent, or than they can raiſe a Tax 
without the conſent of their People, notwithſtanding an Act of Par- 
liament in the one caſe, and the perpetual practice of the common 
Law for time immemorial in the other ? But if they have a Propri- 
ety, a legal Right, a ſucceſſive Juriſdiction from their Royal Prede- 
.ceſlors, who ſhall hinder them from doing what they pleaſe with 
their own? or diſpoſing of their Domeſtiques in their own Houle, 
Juſt as they pleaſe themſelves? Is it not ridiculous to ſay they may 
diſpoſe of the main body of the Revenue, which is perpetually ſpent 
upon the ſick and poor, but not of the Officers belonging to them, 
and of that part of the Revenue which belongs to their ſervice ? 
That they may diſpoſe of Maſters, but not-of their Servants z for 
we are indeed no other than Servants to the Poor, tho we may 
call our ſelves or take upon our ſelves like Maſters, we are in the 
nature of Inſtruments that are for the ſake of others, and not for 
themſelves ; and if they for whoſe ſakes we are what we are, are 
at the Kings diſpoſal, then certainly we are much more; for In- 
 truments are valued by their fitneſs. to their end, and they that 
'areentruſted with the end it ſelf, are much more nn to be 
jadpes of all thoſe n;eans by which that end may m my
